VENOMOUS REPTILES. ^ 

Ihn A«tiinliililii((ljr Large Rate of Mortal- 
ity rroiii .SuriMiiitliio Venom. 
If tho puhlisliud l^xures aro at all ac- 
curate, !com twoli'o to twonly thou- 
I and |)orson8 <lio in Uritish India from 
sMiiiu.i hitc, lui-Koly frtmthatof tlio cobra, 
\vliii li is 11 !iui-pc'iit of (iomoatic habits. That 
11,0 ropiilo WHS not long ago oxtoniiinatcd 
JViim nil iiihtibiteil localltiOB, suys a writer 
iu tho Cincinnati Coinmorcial-Gnzotto, 1b 
owing to Iho fact that it is worshiped by 
nuiny of tho uulivos. Even to-day in Mala- 
bar Hill, tho most fashionnblo European 
quariur of Uinnbay, u short tuno played on 
a nuisioiii instrument rarely fails lo bring a 
ciiUni out of sonio hole or crovioo, for native 
vc-in'riiiion is too much for English caution. 
'I'lu! nulivoB are Uie cbiof sullerors from 
liiis folly. Very few Knglislimen have 
bcoM bitten, for they do not walk out baro- 
fooiL'd, and usually take a cane to poke the 
Krass through which they walk. We be- 
lieve only four Or five whites of promt- 
ueuco Inivo been bitten by poisonous 
■snnlcos lu India since tho opening 
of the present century, and one of 
Mieso was a midshipman on" a! A'es- 
sfl in tliu Bay of Uengal. One of ^tlio dead- 
ly hydriudas, or water anakOB,''had' been 
llslied up, and tho uufortunato youth 
handled it without knowing that it was 
venomous. Had the Hindoos oxerolsod 
common sonso, there would ^ow bo few 
cobras outaidos of the Jungles. Martinique 
and tho neighboring islonds of St. Luuia 
t'lu-h I'oport a mortality from serpentine 
vi'MDnirivallngthatoflhdia.fofeaohbfthosb' 
islimds is overrun with the fei^ de larioo, a 
licrci'iy agKiossivo viper, which has tho 
pi'i-uiiiiriiy of giving birth to sixty little 
sniilie.t III unco. 

African explorers have their troubloa 
wiih anakoa, but they award the palm of 
danger not to them, nor tO' tbo ' liuus or 
leopards, but to the fleroowild buffalo bulls. 
During Prof. Brummond's rocont journcv 
to Liilra Nyussa, two of his follow- 
ers wuro ; tosso'd- by oiie . of those savage 
creai uru's, and it was almost a miracle that 
lino of ihoj woimded men survived the in- 
juries to his shoulders and ribs. Tho puff 
luhler, an apparently slaRgish creature, re- 
sembling in build, though not in its 
gorgeous colors, the horrible black and 
einiiisy cottonmouthed moccasins of our 
Southern swamps, has a pleasant trick of 
liurying ilaolf in tho leaves and mns.s and of 
KtrlUing backward at any porsDii who li;ip- 
peria to coino near it Tho naia li:ijo, a llrsl 
couslii of iho Indian cobra, but more ag- 
gres.->iye and irritable, ond the inamlja, 
wbii-li' runs down its victims, are the pi inci- 
pill I umaiiiiiig poisonous serpents of Al'ri 
There aro groen, black and flauie-colonid 
inanilMS, tho last mentioned being often 
crested. TliQ iniimbas sometimes reach a 
length of twelve feet, and nro known to have 
ciiii.sed a horseman for miles. Their bite is 
a) iiioHt certain death. 

A survey of tho serpentine kingdom es- 
ta'' lisho.s tlie fact Unit tlie most poisonous 
iin^ilii's arc afriiid of human beings. Tho 
cliicf exi t iiiiiiii lire ilie mamba, tlio naiu 
liiijc and lliu i^-cat ophiophagus claps, oi 
hiiiiiudiyad, of Burniah. This creature 
whii'li rivals tho inambu in length, has an 
uxpaiidinK head like tho cobra and naia 
liajo, bntililTci s from both in some aiialoni- 
ieai particulars and ai.so in tin; -fact that, it 
is a cannibal, living princi[)ally on other 
snultes. Oneof them c'liasod a liurnian in 
the woods a few years a^fo. The man ran, 
and thought to escape l)y swimming across 
a narrow stream. To his horror, on reac h- 
ing tlio fartlier bank he l iiund that the snake 
had crossed ahead of him. In ids despair he 
lore of! his tnrlrui and throw It at the rep- 
tile. Tho latter was obliging enough logo 
for tho white rag and waste his venom 
Upon it, the man meanwhile making his es- 
cape. 

Tho manilias are principally found in 
Natal, thon>,'h they C-\isl to seine extent as 
far north as Zanzibar, and may even have 
spri'Hii as far as the desert. Wo have fo\ind 
no me!itii>n of their presence in Egyptor in 
the Hiiiaitic PiMiinsnla. There is nolliing in 
their habits, however, whidi woidd exclude 
them from tho Northern tropics and sub- 
tropics, for they llonrisli under similar eli- 
iiialicinllueiices south of the line. We no- 
lii.'i; thill- an Item is on its travels to the ef- 
fect thai, llie "serjienls" wiiicli killed so 
many of the Israelites during their exodus 
from ICgypt were guinea weriiis, sciciililic- 
ally known as the aracunculiis. These fear- 
ful creatures bury themselves in huiiian 
lli:sh, producing sores which often prove 
fatal. We iloiihl, howcve.'-, whether they 
can bi! made to fiiUill the ileiniinds of the 
iScripliire narrative. We rend in Nninher-i, 
XXI., that "the Lord sent liory serpents 
among the people and much penplo of Isr.i- 
ei ili.'d." 

(Jeology has made us acquainted with ex- 
tinct ri'ptiles with whom one would not lilie 
to meet, even were ho clothed in a con l of 
mail and armed with a repeating riile. 
Ki oni some of these monsters the dragons 
ami gi iftins which figure in tho folk lure 
of all nations were undoubtedly depicted. 
'I'liey have happily gmii!, never to renirn, as 
li.ivo ittoat of the rat tlesna lies which former- 
ly infi sled our oldest States. To this clay, 
however, an occasional rattler is killed in 
the Hlue Hills of Milton, less than a ilo -cn 
miles from Bo»ton, and tho sea serpeni, an 
apparently solitary relic of the saurian 
days, every now and. then makes Ua ap- 
ponranco in the ocean. 

Recent travelers in Alaska have heard 
from the Indians, though their faith has not 
been strengthened by sight, that herd." ol 
mastodon aro yet feeding in the almo,si in 
accesslblo Interior pastures of our new ims 
sessions. Wo hope the story may iirov to 
bQ tr.uo, and that a paleozoic specimen ina> 
yet be on exhibition in ou r menageries. (. lu i 
belief is not strong in that direction, how 
ever, though when one has seen the octo- 
pus, or devil fish, first brought into promi- 
nence by Victor Hugo, he is jirepared to be- 
lieve almost any thing. The choice would 
not be a pleasant one, but in tlio ultci na- 
tivc of being biltcii by a naia or ummba, or 
of lieing cupped to death by an octopus, we 
tliinkniost persons would choose the for- 
mer.

A glass of hot water now .luil 
then will work no appreciahlo good, of 
Course, but a steady liabil of hot-w;iter 
(li inUmg once formed, ami sustained n i^ii- 
larly for a few nionltis, works wonders 
with ciutain consiitutions. I geiieruily 
recommend its use just before going to bed. 
It is a great soothor. '

At high tide Thursday even- 
ing the Corona left her luooriiigrt at 
tlie Tacoiiia wharf and proceeded 
ti) the Umatilla, to which she fastened 
three ropes. .Vfter two unsuecessful 
attempts she was linally lloated. All 
day Wednesday anil Thursday men were 
employed removing her cargo aft, thus 
throwing her bow out of the gravel in 
which she was stuck. 'I'lieie was no 
iliiinage done, and the steamer is now 
safe at tlie Taeonia dock. 

An eye-witiicss gives the following de- 
scription of the way the lJma.tilla was 
lion ted : 

"'Pile Corona got two -l-incli hawsers 
to the stem of the Umatilla, and tlien 
shot out under full speed. After severa 1 
attempts, amid I lie most iiilensc iiiteresl 
anil anxiety on the jiarL of both crews, 
tho Umatilla began to move perceptibly, 
and linally, when the Corona )nit on he; 
full power, the big ocean slHainer let go 
bei' hold on the ground, and amid the 
cheering of the crews" and blowing of 
whistles she glided out into deep water. 
Ciijit. Carroll, of the Corona, deserves 
high praise for tho excellent skill with 
wiiirli he managed the ditlicult and ini- 
lant Uvik.

The preini.scs are situated in the brici 
building nearest liirdcage walk, and 
next to the Legislativo Assembly Hall 
James liay.

all littcil with the best and moat modern 
a|ipliancos for scioiitinc assaying. 

Tho workshop conies fir.st in order i 
interest, and here an hour can be passe 
away very pleasantly and prolilably, In 
watching the government assayei, Mr, 
W. .1. Suttoii, and his assistant, .Mr, 
Dowlcii, when they are at wmk. 
Veslurday, Mr, Sutton kindly under- 
took to explain matters to a Colon I.ST

The work-room is' about 24 feet long, 
by 20 wide. It is hero that samples of 
rock sent for HS.siiy are lirat received.

Half the secret of assaying, 
is lo undersland how to properly 
"Mux" the rock, so lluit it will become 
tbdd and the precious metals willipiick- 
ly selllc to the bottom. Dxide ol 
le;i,l is principally used ill lluxing, li 
gather the precious metal iiinl with it 
.settle to the bottiiiii of the erm iblc. 

After being lluxed, the powder is put 
in a crucible and covered with common 
table sidt. When placed in the furnaei 
the salt melts quickly and floats on tb, 
top, excluding the air and acting as u 
necessary wasli as well. 

The crucibles having come out .of tin 
furnace, a little button shaped deposi; 
of precious metal, mixed with lead, i 
found ut the bottom. This ends th, 
first process, the rock having been en 
tirely got rid of.

All the work described, known a- 
"dry work," with the roasting and 
many other processes through which 
some ores have to bo put, is done in tin 
work room, which is provided with 
lirst-class appliances, furnaces, hoih 
coal and gas, etc., etc. 

The chemical room is well stored with 
dangerous fluids and harmless {Ittids, 
lransp;irenl lluiils and fluids of all the 
i iilois know n to millinery, all in bottles 
ol every size contained on tho well- 
tilled shelves. The chemicals aro used 
for analy/.iiig tho ingredients ui rocks 
sent for assay. The chemical room is 
al.so eipiippeil with electric and scien- 
tific apparatus for making analyses for 
poisons in fact, iiothipa Is missed from 
tin- lis! ,,f , lieiiiicals ana oppliniiccs for 
makiiiL,' ipialitative and quuiititutivc 
.in,dy..,s. 

Tie- oliice is eipiipped with a series of 
valuable iiiM rnnienl.s, iipti,-al iui,| weit;li- 
iii;.'. I III- M-iy acme nf nie,-b,inical per- 
tiviinn, ( )ne of I he balances is deserv- 
iiig of especial descriplinn. Il Wiis 
111. oil- ill Louilon by the most eel,,|irated 
iiisl I iiiiient |naiiufa,-l iirer in the wmlil. 
I'he bearings are jewels, the bc;im of 
.iluminiuiu, and the eiitiri! instrument is 
plated with gold. It weighs accurately 
the smallest particle that it is possible 
to conceive of.
